in the Clerkenwell Road, almost next door to the 
Holborn Town Hall. On Tuesday nights the 
girls employed in all the various branches of the 
printing trade come to the office. They pay 
their subscriptions, and over a cup of tea indulge 
in friendly chat, or some lady volunteer presides 
at the piano, and the girls merrily dance together. 
It is not only for opportunities of social inter- 
course, however, but for far more solid benefits 
that the Union exists. Though the subscription 
is only twopence weekly, there is relief for all 
members out of work; and by paying another 
penny a week a sick allowance for six weeks can 
be guaranteed. As the policy of the Society is 
to get firms who underpay their hands to adopt 
the standard of pay already adopted by good 
firms, it is easily understood that the Union is 
viewed in a very favourable light by all the best 
class of employers ; and when they want hands 
it is their habit to send round to the club offices. 
These offices are open for members wanting 
employment, from ten till one every day ; and 
much good is done by finding employment for 
girls in this way. Sometimes more demands are 
received from employers than can be met. At 
the end of last year applications for over 250 
girls were received, and only four or five members 
were out of work at the time. So if any book- 
folders, or girls employed in any branch of the 
printing trades, happen to see this. and have 
not already joined the Union, they should 
do so at once, thereby immensely increasing 
their chances of permanent employment. Much 
of the actual management of the Women's, 
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Trades Union League is voluntarily undertaken 
by Messrs. Jones and Clifford, two distinguished 
members of the Printers’ Warehousemen’s 
Union ; and Lady Dilke is one of the trustees. 
It is to the untiring and incessant activity of 
Miss Gertrude Tuckwell, the Hon. Secretary, 
whose time and purse are so largely at the dis- 
posal of the Union, that its present measure of 
success is due. It is, accordingly, a pleasure to 
include a Sketch of this charming and self- 
sacrificing young lady in our drawing of the 
merry meeting at the club-house. 


Boys Who Would be Sailors, 


here’s a chance for you! Lieutenant Poland, 
R.N., Secretary of the Marine Society, writes to 
me from Clark’s Place, Bishopsgate Street 
Within, E.C.: “ Boys desirous of admission to 
the Warspite should apply at this office on the 
morning of any weekday except Thursday, 
accompanied by one of their parents. The con- 
ditions of admission are that they be between 
the ages of fourteen and sixteen years, and not 
less than 4 ft. 10 in. in height, without boots; 
that they be of good character and physically 
fit for a sea-life. If found eligible, boys are 
provided with suitable clothing and drafted to 
the Warspite, off Woolwich. There they remain, 
being trained for seamen, for about twelve 
months, when they are sent either into the Royal 
Navy or into the Merchant Service. In the latter 
case an additional outfit is provided and a good 
ship found. There are now a number of vacancies 
on board the Marine Society’s Training -Ship 
Warspite for boys of good character who wish to 
go to sea, but whose friends are unable to fit 
them out and start them in that profession at 
their own expense.”

Special Crops.

A capital | 
start will be to plant the potato at once in deeply worked, 
well-dunged soil. It may be followed or interplanted with 
sprouts, alternating the rows with any other greens, such 
as sprouting broccoli, if a variety of winter green crop be an 
aim; or every fourth row of potatoes can be left blank, 
and kidney beans can be sown there in about a month’s 
time, and they will leave the ground clear at the same time 
as the potatoes will—that is, if a first early kidney potato be 

planted. ; 
The kidney or French bean isa plant of dwarf growth. 
This is a sample of what plants of this variety should be 
like when planted with plenty of space. It is a custom to | 


crowd kidney beans too much. If plantéd in single lines 
they wil yield four times the crop they do when over- 
crowded. The yield comes almost all together, hence it is 
a capital special crop. After it, on lightish soils, dibbling 
in sprouts may be at once practised. A catch crop just

then would be a probable failure, as the end of summer is 
generally dry, ana catch-erop plants as a rule like damp 
seasons. Land thus followed up would come in to put 
lettuces and radishes out upon next spring, and to ridge u 
forcelery. Celery may be planted out as early as the en 
of May, if the plants and the trenches be ready then. But 
the main crops of celery are planted out early in July. A 
erop which gets six weeks' start of the late ones, and has 
roe ring of balmy June to get ahead in, will come in very 
early. 
The Bronze Turkey.

The fertile éggs, which it would 
be a good plan to buy up aud set under hens now, are also 
scarce and dear. I cuiy know of about two places at this 
minute where I can rely on getting stock birds and eggs. 
Surely these lines give a few re-ious thoughts to a good 
many of my poultry-loving readers, who frequentiy 
thank me for giving them what they are good enough to 
call useful hints. f advise those who are looking for a 
special line in live poultry to go in for the “ Mammoth 
Bronze” turkey, or at least for a breed of turkeys that 
contains that cross in its blood. From a dealer’s list just 
now before me, I see that 28 Ib. cock “ Mammoth Bronze ” 
turkeys are quoted at £4 10s. each, and 181b. hens at 
£3 3s. I should not begrudge such prices for well-bred 
stock birds. I do know that ches irds are very often 
common rubbish, and are also weedy and inbred till they 
are almost sterile. A good layer—I speak of hen turkeys— 
should lay about fifteen to twenty eggs twice or three times

PRINCIPLES OF CHESS EXEMPLIFIED. 


Several points may be usefully illustrated by the subjoined 
game. First of all, Black loses his centre Pawn by an error 
common even among good players. In the Ruy Lopez and 
other openings the centre Pawn is attacked, but cannot be 
taken; perhaps Black can win it back with profit, or maybe 
Black has simply pinned his opponent’s piece, as in the 
game below, but a move of White may alter the cireum- 
stances, and then one is apt to overlook the fact that the 
Pawn is not protected any longer, either directly or 
indirectly, but is actually en prise. Next we come to some 
useful tacties as employed by White, showing how an 
isolated Pawn may be assailed. Finally, the fine and des- 
perate effort made by Black may serve as a warning that 
one must not place too much reliance on a small material 
or theoretical advantage. It is no use having a Pawn or 
two more if one gets mated. It was only by the exercise 
of considerable and creditableingenuity that White in this 
game succeeded in saving himself from that fate.

wood-block from which his visiting-cards were printed, and 
a map which he himself: made during the campaign of 
“The Ever Victorious Army," the positions of the various 
battles fought under his command being marked by blood 
from his finger. The momentoes of the Egyptian and 
Khartoum expeditions are not so numerous, but one espe- 
pecially calls for notice, the star which he modelled himself 
for Khartoum, which a fresh British expedition is to regain 
for Egypt. The whole collection is of great value from an 
historical and national point of view, and P.7.P. readers 
should on no account forget to pay a visit to the fine new 
gallery in Whitehall, where so many relies of our national 
naval and military heroes are enshrined.

The German 
Emperor led the troops to the scene of the ceremony and 
gave the word of command, the. spectacle being witnessed 
from several platforms by the members of the Reichsta 
and the Landtag. After the unveiling the troops marche 

| past, special attention being accorded the Colour Company 
of the First Foot Guards, with whom were the four elder 
sons of the Emperor. The Crown Prince and Prince Eitel 
| Fritz were fuglemen, and took successfully the -greatest 
MM to keep in step with the gigantie Grenadiers. The 
ittle Princes Adalbert.and August (said the Daily News 
correspondent) could not quite keep up, but they also did 
their utmost. When they passed their father they turned 
back and stood behind him throughout the review. Before 
the Emperor returned to the Castle he did not forget to 
shake hands heartily with Professor Begas, the creator of 
the monument. The festivities concluded with a festal 
performance in the Royal Opera House, which was attended 
by all the royal personages except the Empress Frederick. 
Ernst von Wildenbruch, the poet of Prussia par. excellence, 
wrote for this evening a dramatic legend, ‘* Willehalm,”’ 
showing in allegorical scenes Germany's deliverance from 
the French yoke and the refounding of the old. Empire 
through the late Emperor William—Bismarck and Von 
Moltke not being forgotten in the spectacle.

recognised the great difficulty of his position, egged on to 
war as his Majesty has been by a thoroughly roused nation. 
Georgios L, as the handsome second son of the King of 
Denmark is designated, is fifty-one ; elected King of the 
Hellenes in '63, he married Queen Olga on . ae 
1867. Her Majesty was the eldest daughter of the Grand 
Duke Constantine of Russia, brother of the late Emperor 
Alexander IT. The children of the King and Queen of Greece 
are, accordingly, closely related to the present Czar. Hence 
the general surprise that Russia has been so adverse to 
Greece during the Cretan crisis. The Crown Prince and his 
brothers are sketched. Prince Konstantinos, Duke of 
Sparta, heir to the Throne, is twenty-nine, and was married 
in 1819 to Princess Sophie of Prussia. Prince Georgios was 
born on June 24, 1869, and is, like the Duke of York, a 
brave and gallant sailor; noted, morever, for having saved 
the Czar's life when he was travelling as the Czarewitch in 
Japan. Prince Nicolaos of Greece was born in '72, 
Princess Maria in '76, Prince Andreas in '82, and Prince 
Christopheros in'88. In Athens a rumour is current that 
the proposed solution of the crisis by the election of Prince 
George as Governor of Crete is receiving support from the 
French Government. 


The Blockade of Greece by the combined Fleets 
of the Great Powers began on March 21; but no direct 
advantage resulted. On 
the contrary, confusion 
became worse confounded. 
We learn that two officers 
arrived in Athens last 
Sunday from Colonel Vas- 
sos’s camp in Crete. They 
stated that the Greek force 
was abundantly provided 
with ali requirements. 
Colonel Vassos, Com- 
mander of the Greek troops 
in Crete, is about fifty 
years of age, and is con- 
sidered one of the most 
experienced officers in the 
Greek army. Before he 
went to Crete he was aide- 
de-camp to King George, 
who has the fullest con- 
fidence in his skill and 
cou . It certainly seems 
em le that this grey- 
rded, keen-eyed man 
wiil go down with ** Dr. 
Jim "' and General Walker 
among the famous filibusters of history. It is said that 
Greek blockade-runners have already landed cargoes of 
ammunition and provisions, and that Colonel Vassos can 
hold out in the remote fastnesses of the island for 
months. The Daily News Special Commissioner in Canea 
** wired" on Monday night : ** The ition of the Cretan 
insurgent is now well defined. e refuses to accept 
autonomy absolutely, and declares his intention to 
fight until the last drop of his blood is shed. The 
result of this policy is evidenced in a skirmish about 
Malaxa. Malaxa is just on the line drawnby the Admirals, 
and was to remain in Turkish possession. The insurgents 
now declare their desire for war, and refuse to recognise 
the limits of the Turkish cordon. The Cretans passed 
under the Fort of Malaxa, and during the entire day held 
in check the Turkish force which was attempting to bring 
food to the garrison in Malaxa. The Turkish troops raised 
a signal of distress, and the Turkish gun-boats at Suda 
opened fire on the insurgents, but without effect. At sunset 
the Cretan patriots were still holding their position.” 


Greeks and Turks Face to Face in Mace- 
donia, —A correspondent of the Daly N ws in Rome 
stated last Monday : ** With regard to the concentration of 
the [Greek] army on the Macedonian frontier, the same 
reliable informant expressed the convietion that all will be 
pacifieally settled, but only after much time has been 
wasted, unless some un- 
foreseen frontier incident 
takes place. I know that 
both Turkey and Greece 
havegiventhe moststring- 
entorders to avoid frontier 
quarrelsbetween the 
troops massed there." 


Rear-Admiral 
Robert H. Harris, in 
command of the British 
war-ships off Crete, has 
completely. vindicated his 
action at Canea, based on 
humanity. Having H.M.S. 
Revenge as his Flag-ship, 
Rear-Admiral Harris has 
done his difficult work 
well. The P.7.P. has re-

Tweedmouth, und has, indeed, hinted at his readiness to 
consider a highly valuable measure of Labour reform. It 
is to be hoped both Parties will be fair to overburdened 
middle-class ratepayers, and will not simply “ rob Peter to 
pay Paul." The present cruel over-taxation of middle- 
class householders is well-nigh unbearable, and it should 
be the aim of all true statesmen to reduce the pressure 
trenchantly.

of a second vessel being wrecked. 


England's New “‘ Enfant Terrible.’’—H M.S. 
Europa was successfully launched from J. and G. Thom- 
son’s Yard at Clydebank on Saturday last. She may 
be described as a baby Terrible, since she is a small edition 
of that war-vessel—yet a veritable Enfant Terrible none the 
less. She is to carry sixteen 6-inch quick-firers, most of 
them protected by armour that only big gunscan penetrate, 
so that she would be a serious opponent to many a battle- 
ship. Although a comparatively small Terrible, her 
diminutive size is relative only. The Terrible is of the 
enormous length of 500 ft. The Huropa will be about 50ft. 
less, and that means 50 ft. longer than the great battle- 
ship Majestic. She is, as regards her armament, a new 
type of vessel, being the first first-class cruiser to carry 
quick-firers only. 


The Repairing of Ocean Electric Cables has 
become a fine art, thanks to the remarkable skill of such 
practised telegraph mariners as Captain W. R. Cato and 
Captain G. Pattison, the former cheery Commodore of the 
great Telegraph Cable Construction and Maintenance Com- 
pany at Greenwich, and the latter bravest of the brave 
Eastern Telegraph Company's sea-kings. Captain Cato 
had barely returned from a most perilous voyage than his 
sunshiny friend, Captsin H. Woodcock, was despatched to 
the West Coast of Ireland on a cable errand, successfully 
accomplished, despite very stormy weather, but not with- 
out the melancholy loss of his gallant boatswain, who was 
swept overboard by a heavy sea. The Company has, of 
course, seen to the comfort of the poor fellow’s family. 
Captain Pattison gave a fresh proof of his readiness the 
other day, when the gales had wrought ruin to the cables, 
by taking a tug from London down Channel and by repair- 
ing a cable in the twinkling of an eye. 


The Divorce Suit Brought by Dr. Duncan 
James Caddy Against Mrs. Caddy was com- 
menced in the London Divorce Court last week, and dis- 
closed a sad domestic story. Dr. Caddy brought the action 
on the ground of the alleged misconduct of his wife with 
the co-respondent (Mr. Rudder), which they both denied. 
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In the second petition, Mrs. Caddy alleged that her 
husband had been guilty of cruelty and misconduct, 
which he denied. According to the opening state- 
ment of Mr. Cock, Q.C., the parties were married in :1892, 
and took a house in Earl’s Court Gardens. After a trip to 
South Africa, petitioner became aware that the respondent 
was addicted to drink and,morphia. She used to drink 
whisky, and filled the bottles up with water. In 1894 the 
petitioner took his degree, and afterwards received a 
Colonial appointment as surgeon to the Island of Carriacou, 
in the West Indies. They took with them a nurse, who 
was a young woman named Anne Hyacinth, a native of 
the West Indies. They, some time after their arrival, 
made the acquaintance of the co-respondent, Mr. Rudder, 
who was an officer in the Excise.. They became friends, 
and subsequently he heard that Hyacinth had made some 
communication. The petitioner told the respondent that 
he should not continue to live with her, but that he should 
go to England and take proceedings. Dr. Duncan James 
Caddy, the petitioner, bore out the opening statement of 
counsel. Anne Hyacinth said she was a native of the West 
Indies. She had noticed that Mrs. Caddy used to give her 
child a taste of what she was drinking—whisky and soda, 
and on three occasions ‘cocktails’? containing whisky 
and brandy. On one occasion she was present when the 
respondent confessed that she bad “ gone wrong” with Mr. 
Rudder. Mr. Deane, Q.C., proceeded to open the case for the 
respondent, nie that his client was the daughter of 
respectable people living at Retford. He would be able to 
establish that before marriage she was an abstemious 
woman, and had a positive dislike to alcohol in any form. 
His case was that Dr. Caddy tried to induce his wife to 
= him in drinking whisky-and-water of an evening. 

hile in great pain, owing to a complaint from which she 
suffered, only twice did she administer morphia to herself. 
The case principally rested on the evidence of the girl 
Hyacinth, who was supposed to have heard voices in the 
night. Dealing with the question as to Mrs. Caddy causing 
the nurse to retract her statement on the voyage home to 
England, the learned counsel said that Hyacinth thought 
she was dying, and when the fear of death came before 
people they were sometimes more inclined to speak the 
truth. This girl admitted that at the moment she thought 
she was dying she expressed her willingness to sign 
a paper retracting the statement she had made. Mr. 
Deane said the charge of misconduct against Dr. Caddy 
was with two persons, Charlotte Mills, who had been in 
his mother’s employment, and with a woman named 
Towler, who was his cook when he was 1n the West Indies, 
both of whom would be called. The respondent ‘was 
called, and bore out the opening statement of counsel. The 
case was adjourned till Tuesday of the present week.

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Seaforth Highlanders for Crete. 


N furtherance of their laudable and humane 
endeayour to stop the ruthless internecine 
war in Crete between the Christian and 

Moslem inhabitants of that unfortunate island— 
to prevent the Cretans from sharing the 
fate, in fine, of the Kilkenny cats—the Great 
Powers of Europe have despatched some troops to 
the ports of Crete. 

We give a specimen of the smart and gallant 
Seaforth Highlanders, whose soldier-like bearing 
in last autumn’s military manceuvres in England 
was noted in the P.I.P. at the time. This 
splendid regiment was rightly hit upon by 
F.-M. Lord Wolseley, Sir Redvers Buller, and 
Sir Evelyn Wood at the War Office Council as 
being the handiest—the present station being at 
Malta—to select from for the first battalion of 
soldiers sent to restore order in Crete. The Sea- 
forth Highlanders bear on their colours the 
names, among others, of ‘ Perwar Kotul," 
Kabul, 1879 — Kandahar, 1880, Afghanistan, 
1878-80, Egypt, 1882, and their motto is 
* Cuidrichu Righ." The late Duke of Albany 
was their honorary Colonel, and they have always 
been one of the crack regiments of Scotland, 
with headquarters at Fort George. The regi- 
ment is commanded by Colonel R. H. Murray, 
C.B., who was celebrated in the Kabul-Kandahar 
relief, when he was most severely wounded, and 
carries the medal with four clasps for that cam- 
paign. He was also Brigade. Major with the 
Indian troops in the Egyptian Expedition of 1882, 
and saw special service at Suakim in 1885. 

The P. and O. steam-ship C/yde left Malta at 
nine last Monday morning with the Seaforth 
Highlanders for Crete. A detachment was under 
orders to land at Canea, but. the major portion 
of the regiment was to be carried on to Candia 
direct, the roads and means of commmnication 
in the island being so bad.
